“Goldberg, they testified, toid them he 
and Cohen, upon dissolving partnership, 
and agreed to tear from their records 
the pages relating to their transactions 
with Greenfield. After this dissolution 
Cohen became Greenfield’s partner in 
the Pennsylvania Salvage Co., in Phil- 
adelphia, subsequent to the rapid-fire 
failure of five of Greenfield's concerns 
in four cities within four months. 

A negro elevator man, employed in the 
building housing the Great Western 

vbbing House, identified Cohen and 
Goldberg as the men he saw in the 
ureat Western office three or four days 
before the Great Western ‘‘failure,’ 
June 22, 1913. That. day, he said, 23 or 
25 cases of merchandise were delivered 
at 11 a. m. on the third floor of the 
building. He said they were not opened, 
but were readdressed and reshipped two 
hours later. 

In closing the defense, depositions of 
character witnesses weré read, and oth- 
er depositions introduced in Bernstein 
and Lippman’s effort to substantiate 
their contention that they had “tipped 
off” Greenfield's connection ‘with the

Said Lippman Had “Squealed.” 
There was consideravie amusement in 
the courtroom when William Skarloff’s 
deposition was read.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—A report from 
Ambassador Page at London on the 
hoisting of the American fiag on the 
Cunarder Lusitania, while crossing the 
Irish Sea, was expected here today, and 
pending its arrival there were no official 
statements of how the American Gov- 
ernment regarded the incident.

NEW YORK, Feb) 8.—An_ interview 
with Count Ferdinand von Zeppelin, ob- 
tained by Karl H. von Wiegand, and 
copyrighted’ by the United Press, was 
published here today. In this interview, 
— to be the first which the.aged in- 
ventor has granted, Count Zeppelin de- 
fended the use which the German mili- 
tary authorities have made of the great 
dirigibles which bear his name. 

He’ replied to the charge that the Zep- 
pelin aircraft are used by the Germans 
merely to kill noncombatants, and in 
the hope of inspiring terror. He said 
the use of the Zeppelins was not against 
noncombatants, but against military 
forces, defended towns and cities, ships, 
arsenals and docks. Their crews, he de- 
elared, have no intention of killing the 
innocent and helpless, any more than 
artillerymen have, but they cannot tell 
precisely where their missiles will strike, 
and incidental danger to noncombatants 
ig unavoidable.

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| “RADIUM KING” FIGHTS BILL | 


TO REDUCE PRICE OF METAL 


Declares Government Official Has 
Not Made Good His Promise of 
Cheaper Production, 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 8.—Joseph M. 
Flannery, president of a Pittsburg com-. 
Pany which produces more radium than 
any other concern in this country, has 
come back to Washington to oppose the 
administration bill, the purpose of 
which is to reduce the cost of radium 
to hospitals which use it in the treat- 
ment of cancer. In a statement he 
attacked Dr. Joseph A. Holmes, directog 
of the Bureau of Mines, charging him 
with not keeping good his promise to 
produce radium at one-third the present 
cost. “The Radium King,” with a corps 
of press agents, opened his batteries 

last night. 

“Dr. Holmes has not only failed to 
do this, but it has cost the Government 
at least 20 per cent more to produce 
the $11,000 worth of radium recently 
exhibited in the House, than the pres- 
ent market price,’’ Flannery said. ‘‘The 
statement of Dr. Holmes that hé would 
furnish radium to the public so much 
more cheaply has prevented many

The scene is timed on Christmas eve, 
and the old playgoer is likely to be re- 
minded of the similar setting in “An 
American Clitizen,’’ with which: Nat 
Goodwin and a juvenile player used to 
compel alternate tears and smiles, But 
in this case, instead of a solitary waif, 
there.are the aforementioned four chil- 
dren to keep the comedy and pathos 
of tenement life before the audience. 
There are Mickey O’Donovan and his 
sister, ‘“‘Blawnche,”’ little Elvira Vanni, 
who is training for the ballet, and 
whose dancing elicits from Mickey a 
scornful “Get the hook!” and Dulcie, 
princess of an imagined fairyland, to 
whom the sparrows at her window are 
nightingales, the corner applewoman is 
the Witch of Endor, and the rich, hard- 
hearted old woman who calls mysteri- 
ously is “‘a Christmas angel—in strange 
form.”’ 

The rich old woman, of course, is Dul- 
cie’s grandmother, whom Dulcie’s 
mother can hardly forgive for her treat- 
ment of the dead son and husband. It 
takes all the sympathy which results 
from the Christmas Eve scene, from 
Dulcie’s dangerous fllness, and from a 
new love in the younger woman's life, 
to bring the two women together, and 
to give the grandparents a new appre- 
clation of the “things that count’ for 
more than all their money.

PARIS, Feb. 8.—‘‘Soisante-Quinze day”’ 
Was celebrated throughout France yes- 
terday, the entire populace paying honor 
to a hero that ranks next in popular 
esteem to Gen. Joffre-to the famous 
“seventy-five” gun which has proved so 


succéssful in the war. 

An incident of the celebration was the 
sale of miniatures of the cannon, the 
proceeds being used to supply the sol- 
diers of France with the things that are 
indispensable for life in the trenches. 

The idea originated with the Touring 
Club of France, which had prepared 


ent forms, from a little flag which could 
be offered for 2 cents to medallions and 
stickpins for which a price in silver was 
fixed. No definite sum was asked for 
any of the mementos, paying being left 
to the generosity of the buyers by 100,000 
or more fair seilers. It is estimated 
that $700,000 was raised. \ 

President Poincare paid $200 for his 
souvenir and many wealthy persons gave 
as much. Everybody on the streets 
geemed to be decorated, but a dull, 
rainy day made the number smaller than 
usual, 

The gun was invented in 1892,when

efficiency in some parts of the State, 
whereas in other parts there is opposi- 
tion to any game and fish laws at all. 
This combination of resentment sufficed 
to reverse the committee. :

unavailing.

pated in the debate said he had gone 
through two counties last fall before 
the quail season opened, and had foun: 
people shooting quail everywhere with- 
out anyone to restrain them. He de- 
clared the warden system a waste of 
the license money which hunters pay 
for the protection of game and fish, and 
he insisted that as the steward of this 
great fund the State is not doing its 
duty. 

The hunters and fishermen of the 
State are not apologizing for the State 
Game and Fish Department. They are 
too well aware that politics has from 
time to time impaired its efficiency to 
the point of provoking exactly such 
outbreaks as that which threatens the 
department today. Upon the other 
hand, they are determined fiercely to 
combat any such abandonment of con- 
servation as the bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative Damron means. The _ en- 
forcement of the game and fish laws 
by Sheriffs and Constables has been 
tried in Missouri. It was a failure. It 
has been tried in many states. It always 
was a failure. Mr. Damron partially 
admits this by offering rewards of $5 
for information leading to conviction. 
This, too, has been tried. It also was 


a failure. 
Wardens Only Solution. 


Game and fish wardens have been the 
ultimate solution of this problem in 
every state of the Union which pro- 
tects its fish and game. They may be 
found in every one of these states to- 
day. This is because they are not lo- 
cally elected and cannot employ easy- 
going methods with the hunters and 
fishermen in their districts to advance 
their political interests. Any elective 
officer given the game and fish laws of 
his county to enforce can make him- 
self solid with his constituency in jig 
time. Such officers, moreover, have no 
time to enforce the game and fish laws. 
In most cases they know nothing about 
such things. Given the enforcement of 
these laws in Missouri for a few years, 
and, to quote Chairman Bowers of the 
Game and Fish Committee, “we will not 
have any game and fish to fight over.” 

There is at every session of the Leg- 
islature a plot of some sort to cripple 
the State Game and Fish Department. 
At the last session this took the form 
of knocking out the county license of 
$1 to hunt. This would have deprived 
the department of five-sixths of its 
revenue. It meant nullification of all 
the game and fish laws. Yet that bill 
passed the House, and only failed in the 


Senate. ° 
Same Men in Annual Fights. 


Usually the same men are behind all 
these attacks. They are behind this 
one. They do not especially resent the 
present administration of the Game and 
Fish Department. All the hunters and 
fishermen are certain of that. They are 
only taking advantage of the oppor- 
tunity which the Major administration 
has given them by playing politics. 
Their motive at bottom is to destroy the 
law; to throw the market open to the 
sale of game, and to make commerce 
for a brief period of what might be 
made to serve for sport and recreation 
fcrever. 

An emergency meeting of the Missouri 
Game and Fish League was held at the 
Marquette Hotel Saturday afternoon. It 


to urge hunters and fishermen every- 
where in the State to use their influence 
to bear upon the Legislature in opposi- 
tion to any such plan as that of House 
bill 602, which carries this provision. 

All the hunters and fishermen are 
agreed upon the unwisdom of this bill. 
Inefficiency in the Game and Fish De- 
partment, they say, can be corrected; 
but to strip the department of its war- 
dens means annihilation.

LONDON, Feb. 8.—Lieut Sir Ernest 
Shackleton, commander of the British 
Transarctic expedition, sends to the 
Post-Dispatch and the New York World 
the message given below. He left Liver- 
pool Sept. 19, and sailed from Buenos 
Ayres, Argentina, for the Weddell Sea, 
Oct. 26, on the Endurance, with a part 
of his expedition, the other part being 
started on the Aurora for the Ross Sea. 
The original plan was for the Shackelton 
party to cross the Antarctic ice to the 
South Pole. From the Ross Sea, the 
other section was to send another party 
to meet Shackleton’s near the Pole with 
supplies and relief and to return with 
it to the Ross Sea. Thus the entire Ant- 
arctic continent would be traversed, 
making a total distance of approximate- 
ly 1500 miles.

NEW YORK, Feb. 8.—Albert 8. Janin, 
cabinetmaker, has taken off his apron 
in the shop in which he has worked 
eight hours a day for the last 14 years 
at Rosebank, S. I., and resigned his job. 


He didn’t quit in a huff—a fact that 
was plainly attested by the manner in 
which the foreman wrung his hand and 
his fellow workmen crowded around 
him, their faces beaming. 

“Congratulations,’ Al,”’ said the fore- 
man simply. From somewhere in. the 
crowd spoke one of Janin’s intimates: 

“The ‘Bug’ has made good.” 

“Well,” rejoined Janin good-naturedly, 
‘it no longer will be Janin the cabinet- 
maker, or Janin the Bug, the dreamer. 
I guess the handle to my name has been 
pretty firmly established as ‘Jan, invent- 
or of the hydroaeroplane.’ ”’ 

Then the modest little five-room flat 
at 78 Clifton avenue, overlooking the 
broad sweep of the lower bay, was the 
scene of an evening celebration, the like 
of which had never been seen at Rose- 
bank. Most enthusiastic of the guests 
were men who, for the last 10 years, 
have scoffed at the strange-looking 
winged craft in the Janin back yard, 
which, the poor carpenter 
would some day be recognized by the 
Patent Office as the first flying boat. 

Rosebank Put on Map. 

Rosebank went on the map to stay last 
week when word was received from 
Washington that the Board of Exam- 


jiners in Chief of the Patent Office had 


decided unanimously that the man who 
made the hydroaeroplane possible was 
not Glenn H. Curtiss, but Albert S. 
Janin,

tiss interests had fought the claims of 
the obscure carpenter through the Pat- 
ent Office and‘ to its highest court—the 
Board of Examiners in Chief.

« former presidefht of the Acronautical 
Society of America, and at present a 
director, Hill went into the litigation. 

Just how it feels for a struggling 
workman, whose $% a day is barely 
enough tec provide the necessaries o?

suddenly find himself famous, and a 
fortune within his grasp, Janin tried to 
explain. He is still a little dazed over 
his good luck, and in his hour of tri- 
umph thinks only of the good things ip 
store for his wife and the now bright 
futures of the seven little Janins, blond- 
haired youngsters rahging from 3 to 74 
years of age. 

Janin “Put It Over.” 

“We put it over, didn’t we, mother?’’ 
Janin beamed, affectionately patting his 
wife. “If it hadn’t been that she stuck 
to me—believed in me, when all the rest 
were poking fun and scoffing—I never 
would have made it.” 

“And if it hadn’t been,’’ Mrs. Janinu 
interrupted, “‘that after your hard day’s 
work for almost every night in the last 
10 or 15 years you burned the oil at 
your work bench until long after mid- 
night, you never would have made it.”’ 

“The best part of this invention is 
that, unlike a whole lot of others, it's 
going to bring us money—gobs of it,’’ 
Janin broke in. “For years we have 
felt the pinch of poverty, but thanks tu 
Mr. Hill and his work in Washington, 
I guess that day is passed. You know 
the’ decision of the Patent Office gives 
me a royalty on every hydroaeroplane 
turned out in this country dating from 
the day a few weeks hence my patent 
is printed and issued by the Govern- 
ment. Mr. Hill tells me that the royalty 
can be fixed arbitrarily by the inventor. 
The failure of any of these companies 
building hydroaeroplanes to come tv 
terms, of course, would be followed by 
an infringement suit, but we don’t ex- 
pect any such difficulty.

From Mr. Potts’ viewpoint there is nothing good 
in the bill. He does not even see the value of the 
complete publicity of rates and records for which 
the bill provides. When he discusses a section 
conferring ample powerw of publicity and regula- 
tion on the Insurance Superintendent he objects 
that the Superintendent may be corrupt or incom- 
petent and refuse or neglect to use his powers.

It gives 
him the right to appoint a deputy fire marshal at 
. $2000 per year, “together with’ his expenses.” 
. Again: It empowers “in the same manner” the 
appointment of “two chief assistant fire mar- 
shals,” who shall each receive an annual salary 
of $1800. 
. ~ Again: “They are authorized to employ such 
, Olerks and stenographers, and incur such other 
expenses ag may be necessary in the performance 
of their duties.” Such other and additional em- 
ployes can be appointed by them as they see fit. 
The law gives them the right “to enter tnto and 
upon all buildings and premises within the State.” 
There is not a home in this State, or any room or 
sanctuary in it that this crew shall not have the 
right “to enter into.” What more intolerable 
violation of the constitutional rights of the peo- 
ple can be imagined? Up to date we have been 
taught that every man’s home is his sanctuary 
and castle, and no entry or violation of its sacred 
precincts could be made, except, upon a search 
warrant issued by,a court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, and only after the exact piace where the 
search is to be made is gtated, and the purpose 
defined for which the search is to be made.
